STEAMSHIP AND FERRY SERVICES TO VICTORIA, B.C. 

Steamship and Car Ferry Services are operated by the Canadian Pacific 
Steamship Service from Seattle, Wash., or Vancouver, B.C. directly to 
Victoria. They also operate a Fast Ferry secvice between Vancouver and 
Nanaimo, B.C., with six trips daily. You can drive from Nanaimo to 
Victoria via the lovely Malahat Drive (70 miles). Or, if you are going 
North on Vancouver Island, take Ferry to Nanaimo and then drive North on 
Island Highway. From June 1st to September 12th, 1954, they will also 
run a trip from Vancouver via the beautiful Gulf Islands to Sydney, B.C., 
from which point it is a drive of less than half an hour to Victoria. 

It is necessary to secure reservations for Cars and for Staterooms on 
ships (if you require this accommodation on night trips). We suggest you 
contact the Canadian Pacific Steamship Service at either Vancouver, B.C. or 
Seattle, Wash, for reservations, and let them arrange your return transpor¬ 
tation also. 


The Black Ball Ferry Lines also operate services to Victoria from Seattle, 
Port Angeles, Anacortes, Wash., and also from Horseshoe Bay, West Van¬ 
couver. The latter service schedules several trips daily, and the Wharf 
Terminal may be reached by driving from Vancouver over Lions Gate Bridge 
to West Vancouver and thence to Horseshoe Bay (about 20 minute drive). 
Suggest you contact their offices at either Seattle or Vancouver for infor¬ 
mation and reservations. 


A Bus-Ferry Service is also in operation for those who prefer this 
type of transportation. There are several trips daily, leaving from Vancou¬ 
ver, and arriving in Victoria approximately four and one-half hours later. 
Contact Black Ball Ferry Lines for information on this trip.

The Victoria Spring Garden Festival 

Arranged to take place each year when the gardens are at their 
Springtime best, the Victoria Spring Garden Festival is a highlight of the 
horticulturist's calendar. With every spring flower Shakespeare ever men¬ 
tioned (and a great many he didn't), bursting into fragrant blossom, the 
gardens around Victoria, B.C., in early May would stire a Beverley Nichols 
to admiration, and perhaps a little envy. Narcissi, primulas, gentians, rho¬ 
dodendrons, phlox, saxifrages, and a host of other blossoms display their 
beauty. 

Because of the contours and geologic formation of Vancouver Island 
many gardeners specialize in rock gardens overlooking the blue sea waters, 
and they have collected plants from such romantic spots as Northern 
Alaska, the Yukon, the Himalayas and the Pyrenees. Together with 
native plants from the Canadian Rockies, the Okanagan, and many other 
parts of Canada, these thrive happily in Victoria's gardens. 

Through the courtesy of the owners, 30 or 40 private gardens are 
opened during Spring Garden Festival Week. Carefully planned tours 
are arranged for each morning and afternoon. For annual dates and 
detailed list of gardens, write to: The Secretary, Victoria Spring Garden 
Festival, 3163 Carroll St., Victoria, B.C. Phone: Garden 6308.

If you've never been to Victoria and Vancouver Island, it's worth a 
Ihought when vacation planning time comes around. In winters to come 
you won't need to sit around and talk about Mrs. McGillicuddy's gallstones. 
Vancouver Island's uniqueness and infinite variety will keep your tongue 
wagging for years. 

You'll soon find it on the map, it's the hunk stuck off the west coast 

of the continent, too far north to be Catalina, and too far south to be the 

Aleutians. It's easy to reach, just head in its general direction, and sooner 
or later you'll run across a ferry waiting to take you over the pond. There 
are several Ferries daily, operated by Black Ball Ferry Lines, from Seattle, 
Port Angeles and Anacortes. The Candian Pacific Steamships also operate 
Services from Vancouver and Seattle direct to Victoria, or if you prefer to 
slap the Island bang in the middle, there is a service from Vancouver to 
Nanaimo, the only snag being that you'll probably spend the rest of your 
holiday, arguing with your mother-in-law as to whether you should go north 
or south! 

'Way back in 1843, the Hudson's Bay Co. built a Fort at the southern 
tip of Vancouver Island, washed on three sides by the waters of the Straits 

of Georgia and Juan de Fuca. The fort has gone, and a city has grown 

in its place, and to it Englishmen have brought not only the parks, gardens 
and shady streets that one associates with England, but their customs, 
their courtesy, and their leisurely way of life, blending the amenities of 
today with the traditions of a thousand years. 

The average North American entering Victoria will take a look around, 
and probably be thinking, in no time at all, "A real bit of Old England''. 
That's quite natural—after all, he's probably been brought up on the old 
recipe of cricket, crumpets, and C. Aubrey Smith, and while these ingredi¬ 
ents by no means make up the Old England that is Victoria, there are 
certainly bits of it here and there standing around in obvious contrast to 
the natives! To the Englishman at large on this continent, bewildered by 
such alien things as hamburgers and chewing gum relief maps under even 
his church pew, Victoria is a haven. Here he will find the comfort of the 
companionable things he knows, and with them a way of life that is pas¬ 
sing in England. Victoria certainly reflects the English atmosphere in its 
shops, and in its parks and gardens, and in true tradition, the tinkling of 
tea cups at 4 p.m. daily would put Bow Bells themselves to shame. The 
garden complex has taken a picturesque step in the hanging of flower bas¬ 
kets from the lamp posts of many of the main streets. This may be risky 
in a high wind, but after all there are less lyrical ways of shuffling off 
this mortal coil other than by a biff on the bean from a pot of petunias. 

Victoria has lots to delight the eye, the fine inner harbour and terraced 
lawns leading back to the imposing facade of the Parliament Buildings, 
Thunderbird Park, with its totems, and the lakes, streams, and bridges of 
Beacon Hill Park. You can walk along the cliffs with the gleaming peaks 
of the Olympics across the Straits, or sun-bathe and swim from the beach 
below, only two of the many activities that will make a holiday superb. 
You'll find that Victoria holds most of the things for which the Old Country 
is known and respected, from the finest quality goods in the stores, the 
courtesy, friendliness, and pleasant way of life of its citizens.

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WEDGWOOD - The Scientist 


1730 - 1769 


Quite apart from Wedgwood's achievements as a potter, his public life 
merits attention, for he rose from humble beginnings and by his own 
enterprise became one of the most interesting figures of his age, the 
friend of artists, scientists and politicians, the leader in his industry and the 
founder of a tradition which has survived for two centuries. 

His influence was powerful, and his personality so dominant, that all 
other English potters worked on the principles he had laid down, and thus 
a fresh impulse and a new direction was given to the potters of England 
and of the civilized world. He is the only potter of whom it may truly be 
said that the whole subsequent course of pottery manufacture has been 
influenced by his individuality, skill and taste. 

This influence may be attributed largely to the painstaking thorough¬ 
ness of his research, his constant desire for improvement and his insistence 
upon perfection. 


WEDGWOOD - The Artist 


Josiah Wedgwood was born with innate taste and an appreciation of 
line and form which was always to stand him in good stead. But it was 
largely through the employment of the talents of others that his artistic 
fame was assured. He knew his limitations, and had the sound judgment 
to gather about him the very best artists of his day who were commissioned 
to translate his ideas into concrete form. 

At the start of his career it was more than probable that he had a 
great deal to do with the designs, for before the industrialization of the 
potteries, it was the usual practice for the "Master" to be, not only his 
own designer, but his own modeler, clay-maker, thrower, "stouker" and 
fireman. Thus many of the erlier shapes may be ascribed to Josiah himself, 
shapes such as the famous coffee set and tea set numbered 129 and 146 
respectively in the first shape book. For purity of design and simplicity 
of form, these have never been surpassed and even today they satisfy the 
criteria of functional modern design. The early shape books are replete 
with drawings of equally distinguished pieces, as good by modern stand¬ 
ards as they were in his day. 


The Wedgwood Shop, Victoria, B.C., was originally established nearly 
25 years ago by Montague Bridgman, a Canadian who had been assistant 
to the Art,Director at Wedgwood's Etruria Works and Manager of a pottery 
in Scotland. While the principal ware carried is Wedgwood, other lines 
include Royal Doulton dinnerware, Royal Doulton Figurines, Character Jugs 
and Animals, Dresden Figures, Moorcroft and Carlton Pottery, etc.

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The Story of 




JOSIAH SPODE, the First, was born in 1733 A.D., and coming 
from Staffordshire stock of long lineage he had potting in his 
blood. As a pupil of Thomas Whieldon, he learned the Potter's 
Craft side by side with Wedgwood. Some of Spode's work was 
done during the reign of George II, but most of it during that of 
George III. He was a contemporary of Dr. Johnson, Goldsmith, 
Fox, Sheridan and others and also a Freeman of the City of London. 

In 1776 A.D., Josiah Spode took over the present pottery plant 
at Stoke. He was a Quaker and a man of great ability and charm. 
Fourteen years after commencing work on his own behalf, he 
introduced his hand-printed underglaze blue ware. Technically 
perfect, it was soon being sold to the markets of the world. Less 
than six years later he produced, with the co-operation of his bril¬ 
liant son, the first scientific formulae for the production of Bone 
China. 

In 1797 A.D., Spode the First died, and his son made his 
father's great friend and London manager, William Copeland, his 
partner. 

In February, 1941, the descendants of William Copeland wel¬ 
comed King George VI and Queen Elizabeth to the same Spode 
works. In the showroom they admired the finished pieces of this 
170-year-old firm, the Royal couple signed the Visitors' Book 
which contains signatures of George V and Queen Mary. Then 
Mr. Ronald Copeland conducted them on a tour of the factory 
where they watched the various processes of making fine china, 
chatting with the workmen, some of them with a record of over 
40 years with the firm.

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ISLAND JOURNEY 

(Your Trip from Victoria North to Campbell River) 

You can start your tour of Vancouver Island from Victoria, and head 
north along the Island Highway. You don't need a course in map reading 
to get along, this road is the main artery, and you can't go wrong. A few 
miles out of Victoria, you start to ascend the famous Malahat Drive, wind¬ 
ing above Saanich Inlet, and from its summit enjoy an unparelleled view 
of the ocean, the white cone of Mount Baker, and the snow-capped ram¬ 
parts of the Olympics. Descending again, it's a nice idea to take a short 
detour by way of Cowichan Bay, renowned for its pleasant atmosphere, 
fishing, and as the home of the famous Indian Sweaters . 

The New Highway skirts the town of Duncan, but you'll see plenty of 
signs directing you to its environs. It's a pleasant p.ace, rich in many 
things for which Victoria is better known. It was here that Robert Service 
found boredom in a store, before packing his bag and setting forth to find 
fame by his rhymes from the Yukon. Before you yourself head further north 
maybe you'd like to take a side trip to Cowichan Lake and Youbou. If 
not, continue and Ladysmith brings you to Nanaimo. 

Nanaimo is chiefly a commercial city, confining itself largely to dig¬ 
ging coal and shipping lumber. However, it has interest for the tourist as 
an alternative arrival and exit point for the Mainland, and as the largest 
city you will pass through on your Island journey. It boasts one of the very 
few original Hudson's Bay Co. Forts, the tower-like Bastion. It is not quite

in its original position—seems that occasional town planning improvements 
have moved it about a bit—but as an unusual historic monument it is well 
worth a click of your camera. 



A short boat trip will take 
you to the Malaspina Gallrey 
on Gabriola Island. The Gal¬ 
lery is a cavern, worn by the 
sea, that is really something 
different, and 'tis said that 
when Malaspina troted back 
to Spain with his notes and 
sketches, the Inquisition 
waxed so skeptical that he 
hurriedly put out a statement 
that there wasn't any such 
place ... so go and have a 
look at it! 


Instead of following the 
main highway from Nanaimo, 
why not go by way of De¬ 
parture Bay when you again 
head north. It's plainly 
marked by road signs, turn¬ 
ing off to right after you 
have driven through the town 
going North. Look for the 
sign "Departure Bay". 


It's a good place for a 
swim, a picnic or a hot dog, 
and is also the home of the 
Pacific Biological Station 
Malaspina Gallery where all and sundry are 

busy counting caviarre, and 
autographing fish and throw¬ 
ing them back. Incidentally, doing a good job on behalf of the com- 
mercail fishermen and sportsmen, so if you're one of the Companions of 
the Rod and Line, doft your cap to 'em as you pass by! When you get to 
Parksville, you find you have the choice of following two roads, one con¬ 
tinuing up the coast, and the other over the back of the Island to the only 
point where it is washed by the waters of the west coast—Port Alberni. It 
is a wonderfully scenic drive, through Cathedral Grove, possibly the finest 
stand of mighty Douglas Fir in North America, and skirting lovely Cameron 
Lake and snow-capped Mt. Arrowsmith before dropping you down to Alberni. 
There's good fishing in this part of the world, and some excellent resorts 
for your comfort. 


The coast road takes you through Qualicum Beach, with its sandy 
beaches and pleasant setting, and via Courtenay, past the Forbidden Pla¬ 
teau to the one spot to which all true fishermen bow three times at sunset 
—Campbell River—Home of the Fighting Tyee! This is really a fisherman's 
paradise, a world's record was set recently when a 70V£-lb. Tyee Salmon was 
hauled in, and you'll really get sport. There is fishing all the year round, 
for Tyee, Cohoe and Spring Salmon, sea bass, steelhead, and cutthroat trout.

VANCOUVER, E.C. 

"THE GATEWAY TO THE PACIFIC" 


Named after Captain George Vancouver, the navigator who discovered 
the harbor in 1792, Vancouver is Canada's third largest city, with a popula¬ 
tion of over 400,000 — Greater Vancouver, 550,000. The city was incor¬ 
porated April 6, 1886, and has an area of 44 square miles, with 100 
park areas totalling 2,21 1 acres. It boasts one of the world's finest and 
largest harbors, has 98 miles of water frontage, and is a regular port of 
call for almost 50 deep sea steamship lines. Don't overlook a tour of the 
harbor on your visit. Harbor Tours are operated on regular schedules from 
Main Entrance to Stanley Park, at a cost of 50c for adults, 25c for children. 
Tour takes one hour. 

Vancouver offers innumerable attractions for the tourist and traveller, 
situated as it is at the gateway to the Pacific Ocean. It is a city of well- 
kept homes with beautiful gardens, and with scenic spots to lure your fancy 
for days on end. 

Stanley Park, comprising 1,000 acres of natural beauty, is only a few 
minutes' drive from the centre of the city, or can be reached by street-car 
in short time. Beautiful gardens, natural unspoiled forest where dozens of 
trails invite exploration, sandy bathing beaches—all these things are at 
Stanley Park. The Marine Drive, commencing at the Park and continuing 
along by English Bay, then across Burrard Bridge and to Kitsilano Beach, 
then on to Jericho Beach, to the University of British Columbia and through 
Point Grey is delightful.

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Mount Seymour Park 

The opportunity to see beautiful Mount Seymour Park should not be 
missed by the visitor to Vancouver. One of the most popular and widely 
used Provincial Parks, Mount Seymour is most famed for its fine ski slopes. 
However, it is rapidly becoming equally well known as a summer play¬ 
ground. Centring around the 4,700-foot Mount Seymour, the park is only 
15 miles from the centre of Vancouver. 

Several groups of picnic-sites have been set within the narrow curve of 
the winding mountain road. They offer truly breath-taking panoramic 
views of the City of Vancouver, the mountains, inlets and rivers of the 
country below, the Fraser Valley, Mt. Baker, and distant Vancouver Island. 
Summer visitors enjoy sub-alpine flora and environment not generally 
readily accessible in Coastal B.C. Hiker's trails lead to such picturesque 
tarns as Mystery Lake and Flower Lake, where hardy individuals find 
opportunity to swim. 

Meals may be obtained at the park Lodge, but there is no overnight 
accommodation. The Park Administration Building is at the foot of the 
mountain, where any desired information may be obtained from the Ranger. 

How to Get There: Drive East on Hastings Street, 3 miles to Cassiar 
Street. Turn left at sign pointing to Second Narrows Bridge. Cross Bridge, 
turn right at Lynwood Hotel and follow Keith Road approximately three 
miles to Indian River Road and entrance to the Park. Turn left at Entrance 
and follow Mount Seymour Park Board approximately seven miles to the 
Prking Lot, at an elevation of 3,300 feet. 

West and North Vancouver 

Some of the finest scenery in the Vancouver area is on the West and 
North shores, and is reached by crossing the Lions Gate Bridge, via Stanley 
Park, or by Ferry from Vancouver. The Lions Gate Bridge itself is a mag¬ 
nificent structure, being the longest suspension bridge in the British Empire. 
Length of span, 1500 feet. Clearance, 200 feet. Height of pillars, 370 
feet. 

The Marine Drive, which passes beauty spots such as Fisherman's Cove, 
Eagle Harbour, Garrow Bay, Horseshoe Bay and terminates at Whytecliff, 
is outstanding in beauty. Excellent Salmon Fishing can be had in any of 
these Bays. The Capilano Suspension Bridge is in North Vancouver and is 
450 feet long and 250 feet high, spanning the picturesque Capilano Canyon.

Also visit the 
Golf Club here—it is most attractive.

COMMENT: The Big Bend Highway is a gravelled highway, with no 
difficult grades. It is an extremely picturesque drive of 192 miles from 
Revelstoke to Golden, and takes about six hours driving time. There are a 
number of Service Stations and Cabin Camps en route.

This is a land of pine-scented air, where mile after mile of 
coniferous trees merge into the still blue haze of the far horizon. 
Here the bustle and noise of the big city are as remote and out of 
place as a horse and cart on New York's Fifth Avenue. 

Prince George is the junction point servicing all highway 
traffic from the south, north and west; here also, is mile zero of 
the Hart Highway to Dawson Creek where it connects with the 
Alaska Highway.

One of the 
early factors who carried on the fur trade with the Indians was 
Peter Skene Ogden, who, through the course of his adventurous 
life, travelled on foot or on orseback all through New Caledonia, 
as Central British Columbia was then called. A life sized statue of 
Peter Skene Ogden adorns the Brigham Young Monument in Salt 
Lake City and the city of Ogden, Utah is named after him. 

During and following the days of the Cariboo Gold Rush, Fort 
George became a rip-roaring, wide-open settlement and boasted 
the longest bar in the world in the hotel at South Fort George. 
Prince George is now the largest city in the Central Interior of 
British Columbia. It is the distributing, administrative, banking, 
commercial and transportation centre of an immense territory 
stretching to the northern boundaries of the Province. With a 
population today of around 12,000, the friendly city of Prince 
George offers many opportunities to enterprising businessmen and 
is an ideal place for children, the surrounding country being a 
natural playground. 

Prince George is destined to be one of the most important 
cities in Canada. With railways, highways and air-services radiating 
in every direction, it will become a distributing centre unsurpassed 
among the growing cities of the Dominion.

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HIGH above the village of Banff, on 
the eastern slope of Mt. Norquay, a 
new tourist attraction has been in ser¬ 
vice for the past few years, and last 
summer proved a major sight-seeing 
service. Installed in the centre of, and 
to service the Mt. Norquay ski terrain, 
a new chair lift has been a great 
benefit to those who wish to climb a 
mountain and enjoy the scenic values 
gained thereby, with a minimum of 
effort.

Eastport, Idaho to Kings¬ 
gate and Cranbrook, B.C., 51 miles. Cranbrook, B.C. to Radium 
Hot Springs, B.C., 107 miles. Radium Hot Springs, B.C. to Banff 
Alberta, Canada, 84 miles. Total Mileage: Spokane, Wash, to 
Banff, Canada, 383 miles. 

Tourists going to the Canadian Rockies, or the East Kootenay district 
of British Columbia, from Spokane, will take Highway No. 10 out on East 
Sprague Avenue to the Junction just before you reach Couer d' Alene, 
Wash. You will turn at Junction on to Highway 95, and proceed via 
Sandpoint, Idaho and Bonners Ferry to Eastport, Idaho, where you will 
leave the United States and enter Canada through the Entry Port of 
Kingsgate, B.C. You will be on Highway No. 95. 

You will find some road construction under way between the border 
and Cranbrook, but it will be quite passable, and will not be for many 
miles. Highway No. 95 is joined by Highway No. 3 at Yahk, B.C. at 
Junction. After leaving Cranbrook, B.C. you follow Highway No. 95 and 
3 about one mile of town, where you will see the Junction where Highway 
No. 3 turns off for Wardner and Fernie, B.C. and on to Macleod and 
Calgary. Highway No. 95 continues on through Kimberley (19 miles), and 
this is the shortest route to Banff, and the one through the scenic East 
Kootenays, the lakes country and Banff-Windermere Highway. 

You will drive through superb country with plenty of beautiful lakes, 
including the famous Columbia Lake, which has its origin at Canal Flats. 
(Look for the story on this in the Kimberley Windermere section of our 
book). The Lake Windermere area is noted for its resorts, and is indeed 
a grand spot for vacationing or your overnight stop-over en route to the 
National Parks. Radium Hot Springs is but twelve miles beyond Winder- 
mere, and you can continue to Banff over the newly constructed Banff- 
Windermere Highway, which is in excellent condition throughout. It is not 
exactly “hard-topped" but it has had a covering surface, and is practically 
dust-free for its entire 84 miles. It is a wide highway, and the scenery is 
unexcelled. 

After leaving Radium Hot Springs, you proceed over the Banff-Winder¬ 
mere Highway some 64 miles until you reach Mount Eisenhower Junction 
and Trans-Canada Highway No. 1. You can proceed East on this Highway 
No. 1 a distance of 20-miles to Banff, or you can go West on Highway 
No. 1 a distance of 21 miles to Lake Louise OR, if you are going to 
Jasper, take Highway No. 1 West for 16.5 miles, and you will reach the 
Junction where No. 1 meets the highway to Jasper, (Lake Louise is a 
further 4.5 miles West of Junction.) It is 149 miles from this Junction 
to Jasper, via Columbia Icefields.

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SPOKANE. WASHINGTON 


Spokane, "The Friendly City" takes its name from a Spokane Indian 
name meaning "Children of the Sun". Seems it might be well named 
at that, for the sun shines brightly both summer and winter in our 
experience. 

It is the Hub of the Inland Empire, and embraces some of the wealthi¬ 
est and most productive agricultural, lumbering and mining areas in the 
United States. The population according to 1950 census was 161,721, 
and the city is situated at an altitude of 1,898 feet above sea level. 

Our publication doesn't go in too much for statistics, except to tell 
where you can get them, and if you visit the Spokane Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, they will supply these. 

Of interest to the tourist both American and Canadian, are the 
lovely Parks adjacent to the City, and the Grand Coulee Dam, which is 
92-miles West of Spokane via U.S. 2. This is a sight well worth seeing, 
and if you have to make a special trip to do so, we suggest it.

A Brief History of

Nestled alongside the mountain torrent, Sinclair Creek, just inside the 
almost perpendicular 1000-ft. walls of Sinclair Canyon, the legend goes that 
the Indians many years ago found a stream of hot water bubbling out of 
the rocks and soon learned of its wonderful curative powers.

GARDENS 

Walk up Banff Avenue, across the Bow River Bridge to the Administra¬ 
tion Building (Post Office is in this building, too), and see the beautiful 
rock gardens, built in a series of rock plateaus connected by small cas¬ 
cades which tumble from pool to pool, in the grounds adjoining the build¬ 
ing. A great profusion of native alpine flowers, plants and shrubs, enhanced 
by rustic bridges and pavilions, invite you to stroll through this enchant¬ 
ing area.

Cross the Bow River Bridge, turn left, and follow the trail along the 
river's edge to Bow Falls (about a mile).

Auto Camp Ground 

This is situated amidst delightful sylvan surroundings about one and 
a half miles from the centre of Banff on the northern ridge of Tunnel 
Mountain. It has accommodation for several hundred cars, is divided 
into blocks similar to a city, and has large electrically-lit cooking and 
eating shelters, laundry buildings and lavatories on each block. The picnic 
shelters have running water on tap, large cook-stoves and free fuel is 
supplied by the Parks Department. Large electric arc lights illuminate it at 
night. It is government operated and is patrolled by the Mounted Police. 
Accommodation is also provided for 18 cars with trailers, this area being 
equipped with electric plugs for light and heat. 

There is also a Camp Ground beautifully located at Two Jack Lake, 
with all facilities. To reach it, drive out on the Trans-Canada Highway 
No. 1, East, about four miles, cross C.P.R. tracks, and turn left at sign 
pointing to Lake Minnewanka and to Two Jack Lake. It is a five-minute 
drive from here. 

The fees for camping in the National Parks are as follows: 

Ordinary tent or bed-fitted automobiles — one night, 50 cents; two 
nights, $1; more than two nights and not exceeding one week, $1.50. 
Trailers — one night, 75 cents; two nights, $1.50; more than two nights 
and not exceeding one week, $2.00. Electricity for cabin trailers, 35 cents 
per day. 


Highway Camp Grounds 

As it is illegal to light a fire for any purpose whatsoever within one 
mile of any park highway, camp grounds have been established throughout 
the Parks. These will be found every few miles immediately adjacent 
to the highways. All have comfortable cooking and dining shelters, stoves 
and cleared ground for pitching tents, and all are situated near to pure 
running water. 

Firewood will be found ready to hand at these grounds and may be 
used free of charge. 


Government Museum 

The Museum is situated at the north end of the Bow River bridge, 
close to the centre of town, and houses an excellent collection. It contains 
well-arranged and displayed exhibits of the fauna, flora and geology 
of the parks, and has also an interesting collection of native Indian relics 
and handiwork. 


Golf 

The Banff Springs Hotel golf course offers one of the finest, most 
perfectly balanced and most scientifically beautiful courses in the world 
for the enjoyment of our guests. The magnificent surroundings of mountain, 
river and forest also combine to give a setting of grandeur that is un¬ 
rivalled anywhere.

The Animal Paddocks are just about a mile from town. Drive East

will seen see the Sign on the left side of Highway directing you to the 
Paddocks. 
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Fishing in the National Parks 

There's some excellpnt Trout Fishing in the various lakes and streams 
in all the National Parks, and our suggestion is that you contact Nudd's 
Sport Shop in Banff for up-to-the-minute dope on conditions in the Banff- 
Lake Louise district, as, being fishermen themselves and in the business of 
catering to sportsmen, they keep on their toes and get the latest data. 
Eugne Nudd is Secretary-Treasurer of Banff Anglers Association, so can give 
you reliable, up^to-minute information. 

Be sure to get your Fishing Licence. Do not overlook this important 
item. Licence Fees are as follows: $2.25 for the season, or $1.00 for two 
consecutive months. (This licence good in any Park where licence is 
required.)

‘This lake is God’s best picture, that is why 
He hung it on the mountains, in the sky. 

He wished it near, that sometimes He might show 
The Saints above His masterpiece below.” 


In our wanderings through the country we were fortunate enough 
to meet Miss Wilson and she told us the story of how her father, Tom 
Wilson, discovered this gem. 

Tom Wilson, born in Bondhead, Ontario, in 1859, must have been 
imbued with a real spirit of adventure, for before he was twenty-one, and 
had the keys to the house, he had wandered as far afield as Fort Walsh, 
Alberta, and joined the North West Mounted Police. This career should 
have been exciting enough for anyone—but Tom heard that a survey 
party was being formed to find a pass through the Selkirk Mountains for 
a railroad line to the Pacific Coast—and thereupon proceeded to "buy" 
himself out of the Mounted Police (it being the custom in those days), 
and then joined Major Rogers' survey party, in May, 1881. 

One evening, as they were camping at the junction of what are now 
the Pipestone and Bow Rivers, he heard the noise of snow slides in the 
distance, and asked an old Indian guide where the noise was coming 
from. The Indian told him that it was the snow falling off the big 
mountains back of the “Lake of Little Fishes." He tried to explain to

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him how beautiful this lake was, and told him how it was a painting made 
by the Great Spirit for the Indians, saying "not like white man's painting 
—never fades." Wilson arranged to go with the Indian the next morning 
to see this wonderful sight, and they followed what is now known as 
Lake Louise Creek up to the lake. That morning, Lake Louise must have 
been in one of her best moods, for it was such a beautiful shade of 
emerald in color that Wilson immediately named it "Emerald." The lake 
is shown under that name on the first map of the district, made by Dr. 
Dawson in 1883. In 1884 the name was changed to "Lake Louise" in 
honour of Princess Louise, daughter of Queen Victoria. 

MORAINE LAKE AND 
VALLEY OF THE TEN PEAKS 

A few miles to the south of Lake Louise is Moraine Lake, nestling 
in the Valley of the Ten Peaks. Along the north side of the lake stands 
a huge semi-circle of towering mountains, known as the Ten Peaks, and 
originally given the names of the ten emeralds of the Stoney Indian 
language. 

The road to Moraine is off the main highway, about 1.2 miles from 
Lake Louise, where you turn right, and proceed to Moraine, 71/2 miles. 
The road is narrow in spots, and is winding, but it is not dangerous. Take 
your time and you'll have no trouble. Road surface is gravel. A Picnic 
Shelter is situated a short distance from the lake, and is an ideal spot 
for a picnic. 

MORAINE LAKE LODGE, operated by the Canadian Pacific Railway, 
is beautifully situated on the shore of the lake. DeLuxe Accommodation is 
provided on the American Plan, and meals are also served to transient 
tourists. 

LAKE LOUISE RAMBLES . . . 

. . . There's plenty to do and see at Lake Louise, besides going into 
ecstacies about the lake itself, so why not plan to allow time for more 
than just the latter? 

If you like walking, there's a lovely little gem of a lake . . . "Agnes" 

. . . set right in the heart of the peaks, which can be reached from Lake 
Louise over a good trail, 2 1/2 miles of not-too-steep going, with plenty of 
shady resting places on the way. You'll not only see Lake Agnes, but 
also get wonderful views of Lake Louise, glistening hundreds of feet below. 

Then there's the "Little Beehive" ... so named because of the 
shape of this knoll, which is a bit further up the trail beyond Lake Agnes. 
From here you'll get an unexcelled view of Upper and Lower Bow Valley, 
Lake Agnes, Mirror Lake, Lake Louise and Victoria and Temple Glaciers. 
Marvellous for photography. To see the sun set from this point over these 
glittering lakes and mountains is a feast for the eyes and the soul. 

There's refreshment places at both Lake Agnes and Little Beehive, and 
if you want a day's outing that isn't too strenuous, and is unbeatable 
scenically, try this one. You follow the path to the right around the 
lake shore until you come to the trail marked "Lake Agnes" where you 
turn off. You connect with the trail to "Little Beehive" half a mile from 
Lake Agnes. It is plainly marked. 

RIDING: If you prefer to let "shanks mare" relax, you can find a 
couple of riding stables adjacent to the Lake, and do these trips the easy 
(?) way! There's also many more grand trails to ride around these parts, 
and the Guides at the Riding Stables will be only too glad to give you 
complete information.

Leaving Golden, B.C., you traverse the highway alongside the 
Kicking Horse River. This year (1954) there will be some con¬ 
struction out of Golden on the new Trans-Canada Highway section, 
for about seven miles. You will then reach a newly-paved section, 
which continues through to the Yoho National Park Gate, a dis¬ 
tance of about ten miles. The Highway from the Gate to Lake 
Louise, whilst not paved, is nevertheless a good road, but there 
will be sections under construction between the Park Gate and 
Field. 

Yoho National Park is foremost among the scenic mountain 
regions of British Columbia. Containing an area of 507 square 
miles, Yoho Park lies on the West slope of the Rockies, adjoining 
the Banff and Kootenay National Parks to the East, and presents 
contrasting scenes of rugged Alpine grandeur. Its majestic snow¬ 
capped peaks rise to tremendous heights, and its lakes, sparkling 
like jewels in emerald settings, are unbelievably beautiful in color. 
Surpassing all, however, is the splendour of its valleys, mantled 
with evergreens and hung with glaciers, down whose sheer walls 
foam rushing torrents or tumble high waterfalls. 

The Yoho Valley is truly one of the wonder spots of the Rockies. 
"Yoho" is an Indian exclamation of wonder and delight, and "won¬ 
derful" is the expression of the traveller who sees it for the first 
time. Into this narrow valley, fourteen miles long and more than 
a mile deep, pour dozens of waterfalls, which drop from the ser¬ 
rated skyline to break in clouds of spray on the floer of the valley 
below. Takakkaw, the most noted of all these glittering cas¬ 
cades, has its source in the great Daly Icefield, 1,500 feet above 
the valley. 

To reach Takakkaw Falls by road, you leave the Kicking Horse 
Trail near the junction of the Yoho and Kicking Horse Rivers. 
Two and a half miles up from Mt. Stephen Bungalow Camp 
the most exciting point in the drive is reached at the "switchback" 
where the road zig-zags up the face of the mountain in a series 
of sharp turns, high above the rushing Yoho River. This Highline 
Trail, reached from the Yoho Valley, and constructed more than 
3,000 feet above the floor of the valley, provides magnificent pan¬ 
oramas of the peaks, icefields and glaciers of the region. 
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Emerald Lake owes much of its beauty to the apparently pecu¬ 
liar colour of its waters and the charm of its thickly wooded shores. 
The water is of a prevailing emerald hue. 

Wapta Lake, a beautiful sheet of water just west of the Great 
Divide, so called because here a stream from the South divides, one- 
half flowing East by way of Bow River to Hudson Bay and the At¬ 
lantic, and the other by way of the Kicking Horse River and Col- 
lumbia River to the Pacific. A monument placed in the angle 
formed by the dividing waters commemorates the exploration work 
of Sir James Hector, the discover of the Pass, who met with a 
bad accident caused through being kicked by a horse, and for 
whom "Kicking Horse River" was named. 

The "Natural Bridge", a rocky causeway underneath which the 
Kicking Horse River forces its way, passing into the lower canyon, 
—a gorge about 100 ft. deep—is 2 Vi miles West of Field, and is 
one of Nature's masterpieces. All in all—you'll do well to allow 
time aplenty for doing "Yoho Park"! 

Accommodation in the Yoho Valley 

A Bungalow Camp, operated on the American Plan, by the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, situated at Emerald Lake. 

There are also Bungalow Camps at Lake Wapta, Lake O'Hara, Yoho 
Valley and Twin Falls, operated by Brewster-Ford Lodges Ltd. Reservations 
may be made through their Head Office in Banff, or directly to Camps. 


DON'T MISS SEEING . . . 

"THE FAMOUS SPIRAL TUNNELS" . . . 

. . . and your best viewpoint in our opinion is that at the "KICKING 
HORSE TEA ROOM", 10-miles West of Lake Louise, on the Trans-Canada 
Highway, in Yoho National Park. 

Prior to 1908 Hector and Field stations were separated by such extreme 
grades that four locomotives were required to haul a trainload of freight 
over this section. For about three miles a grade of 4.5 percent prevailed 
. . . ten times the maximum gradient normally permitted on heavy prairie 
work. By the construction of these Spiral Tunnels this grade was reduced 
to 2.2 percent. The two tunnels are a perfect maze, for the railway doubles 
itself twice and forms a rough figure "8" in shape. When the train is 
run in two sections, passengers are able to see the other section making 
its way up "the big grade" at a higher or lower level. 

You can get Souvenir Postcards showing Tunnels in detail, at the Tea 
Room, after you've seen the tunnels yourself. And — hear the story of 
how "The Kicking Horse Canyon" got its name. 

Almost forgot to mention that you can get Teas and light Meals here 
during Tourist Season.

And to 
his cabin, in 1917, he brought "Mrs. Jimmie", a rare addition 
to any home. 

Mr. and Mrs. "Jimmie" didn't make mouse traps—but never¬ 
theless, their fame soon spread abroad—and their little home on 
Bow Lake soon became the rendezvous for many famous painters 
and climbers. Their guest register reads like a veritable "Who's 
Who" of America, England and many other countries! 

Soon tepees became outmoded—and new cabins were added— 
and with the completion of the new highway, they built the lovely 
"Num-Ti-Jah Lodge" (an Indian name meaning "Canadian Sable") 
—from whose door you get an exquisite view of four mighty 
glaciers—Bow—St. Nicholas—Crowfoot and Hector. Be sure to 
call on your way to or from Jasper.

Much has been written about Jasper National Park, but for some rea¬ 
son of other it still doesn't seem as well known as Banff and Lake Louise 
areas, which is a pity, for in our opinion everyone who comes to the 
Rockies should see Jasper Park. It's superb! 

More than any other part of the Rocky Mountains, that section of 
Ihem which is enclosed by the boundaries of Jasper National Park has been 
identified with the colortul and romantic history of Western Canada. The 
name of the Park perpetuates the memory of Jasper Hawes, an old servant 
of the Northwest Trading Company, whose Post stood near the site of the 
present Town of Jasper. 

It was one of the rich fur domains for which the Hudson Bay Com¬ 
pany and the Northwest Company fought bitterly early in the nineteenth 
cen.ury. Then traders and trappers, voyageurs and explorers, missionary 
priests and pagan Indians moved in procession up and down the Athabaska 
Trail which cuts through the heart of Jasper today. At a tiny lake almost 
on lhe crest of the wa.ershed of the Whirlpool River, west and east bound 
brigades met, exchanged goods, toasted each other's health in a keg of 
rum and returned along their separate paths. This meeting place became 
known as the Committee Punch Bowl. Surely, as the "Brigade of '54" 
pause a moment in passing, the spirits must look down and smile as their 
old trails are traversed by voyageurs in V-8's and pagans in Pontiacs! 

Jasper is a little town nestling in the Athabaska Valley, where the 
mountains stand quietly back and leave you with a sense of your own 
importance. It has acquired all the amenities of modern life without sacri¬ 
ficing friendliness to commercialization. Trading Posts have given way to 
modern shops which stock everything you could possibly need . . . and 
some things you don't need but won't be able to resist. Several delightful 
Bungalow Camps, a few minutes' drive from town ... a couple of down¬ 
town Hotels . . . and really good rooms in Tourist Homes put a holiday roof 
over the heads of the rich . , . the not-so-rich . . . and "just us". Meals 
are along the same lines, running the gamut from the Neons and Noodles 
of the Coffee Counter to the candlelight and caviar of the Jasper Park 
Lodge Dining room!

You can get all the 
details as to reservations by writing direct, or by enquiring at the Canadian 
National Railway Station at Jasper. 

Jasper is also the setting-off point for the Maligne Lake trip—one of 
the finest offered in the Rockies. You can find complete information on 
this in the following pages. 

"Oh yes, Jasper may not have been quite as well publicized as other 
Parks, but it definitely has quite as many scenic wonders as any part of 
the Rockies, and to those of you who are coming out West to really "SEE" 
the Canadian Rockies, Jasper is a "MUST"—or you'll miss half of them!

It catches the last rays of the set¬ 
ting sun, while all the rest are grey; its snowy crown is mirrored 
in every lake, and only when you have seen this memorial moun¬ 
tain in all its moods, can you realize just why some wise Fate with¬ 
held its christening until someone worthy of its beauty could be 
found. 


The motor road is eighteen miles of sweeping panoramic views 
of the entire Athabasca Valley, and when you enter the memorial 
valley itself, here is nature at its best. To the right lies the lovely 
jade green "Lake of Forgiveness", along whose shores can be 
found rare alpines, and the song of the hermit thrush can be 
heard in the trees. Across the Lake is "Mount Sorrow", and lying 
between is the winged "Glacier of the Angel".

You haven't SEEN the grandeur of the Canadian Rockies until you've 
seen Maligne Lake. It's no use trying to tell you about it, there just aren't 
enough adjectives in the dictionary to describe the unbelievable beauty of 
Maligne. From the time you leave Jasper until you reach Rainbow Camp 
(a combined car and boat trip of about 30 miles) you'll really drool over 
the scenery. 

Before the coming of the white man to the Rockies, the Stoney Indians 
used to call this lake "Chaba Imne" or "Lake of the Beavers". But by 
1850 these animals had all but disappeared and the lovely lake, one of the 
most beautiful in all the world, lay forgotten. Henry McLeod, a railway 
surveyor, fought his way up the dreaded canyon and cut through the heavy 
timber to the shores of this smiling lake. 

It lay almost forgotten until 1907, when Mrs. Schaeffer of Banff 
decided to hunt for this legendary lake, and made it the objective of an 
expedition. Her only map of the region was a rough sketch on a bit of 
brown paper, made by Sampson Beaver, a Stoney Indian who remembered 
visiiing the lake when a small boy. 

She was the first white person to see the wondrous and awesome 
beauty of Maligne Lake beyond the Narrows. Great glacier-hung peaks, 
thousands of feet high, rise abruptly from the very shores of the lake and 
encircle it on every side. Here the beauty of Lake Como and the grandeur 
of the Himalayas are united! 

Here are Mrs. Schaffer's own words: "As we were rounding what we 
supposed to be our debarking point, there burst upon us that which all our 
little company agreed was the finest view any of us had ever beheld in the 
Rockies. This was a tremendous assertion, for we all knew many valleys 
in the mountains, and each of us counted his miles of travel through them 
by the thousands." 

Nothing has changed scenically at Maligne—it's just as it was in its 
inception—but there's a couple of grand lodges up there now, where you 
can go and enjoy to the full the magnificence that is Maligne. 

The Launch Trip up Maligne Lake is something no one should miss! 
And, if you like FISHING, you'll get excellent sport in Maligne and ad¬ 
jacent Lakes, and in the streams, for Speckled and Eastern Brook trout. 
Boats and guides are available.

More than 150 years ago, Fort Edmonton, a Hudson's Bay trading post, 
was built on a site a few miles from the city centre. Destroyed by In¬ 
dians about 1807, Fort Edmonton was re-established in 1808, and in 1871 
Edmonton was incorporated as a village. The year 1898 saw the Klondyke 
rush, and the overland trail of '98 swelled the population of the thriving 
town, and in 1904 corporation papers were drawn up for the "City of Ed¬ 
monton". From that date to now, Edmonton has grown to a city of 
186,000 population.

ALBERTA 


WATERTON LAKES NATIONAL PARK is one of the most colourful and 
charming of Canada's Mountain Playgrounds. Situated in the southwest 
corner of Alberta, it lies along the eastern slope of the Rocky Mountains 
where they approach the International Boundary line, and contains an area 
of 220 square miles. The park also adjoins Glacier National Park in 
Montana, with which it forms the Waterton-Glacier International Peace 
Park. 


An outstanding feature of the park is Upper Waterton Lake, from which 
the park takes its name. Seven miles long and nearly a mile wide, the 
lake occupies a deep trench between two high mountain ranges. From the 
northern end one may gaze down its entire length and admire the splendid 
peaks which rise from the water's edge. The lake is crossed by the Inter¬ 
national Boundary, and its beauties are thus shared both by Canada and 
the United States. 


Things To Do At Waterton Lakes National Park 

You'll find plenty to do at Waterton. If you want to Ride, the Pony 
Stands in the Park will see that you get the sort of horse that suits you, 
and you can either go off by yourself for a couple of hours or go on a 
Guided Trip for half a day or a day, to such beauty spots as Cameron Lake, 
Bertha Lake, Krypt Lake, or other organized daily trips.

This new road was built by the Eastern Forest Conservation Board, 
primarly for Forestry Service but it is now open to the Tourist and Traveller, 
and offers a short-cut to BANFF and JASPER from the south-west part of 
Alberta, and a drive packed with thrilling mountain scenery, natural 
wilderness, picturesque camping spots and excellent fishing. 

You enter the road at the Crowlodge Ranger Station on the outskirts 
of Coleman (elevation 4,500 feet). YOU MUST OBTAIN TRAVEL PERMIT 
from Ranger Station before going over the road. This Permit is free. There 
are no Service Stations, Resorts or Lodges on the drive but it is constantly 
patrolled by Forestry Service. There are excellent Camping Grounds at vari¬ 
ous points. The road is gravelled throughout and is wide enough for safety. 

It is unquestionably one of Alberta's scenic gems . . . you can't believe 
it until you see it for yourself. Mountains tower above you . . . waterfalls
